Does anyone know if there is any software available for the 
Amiga (under AmigaDOS not Unix) which will allow me to set 
up a full featured BBS and e-mail system with TCP/IP support? 


Currently I am running AmigaNOS, which is good as an e-mail 
system, but which totally lacks support for news & BBS style 
functionality. [It's also buggy and doesn't really deal with 
the Amiga OS very well, but that's another issue. ] 


What I am looking for would ideally: 


* Provide full support for TCP/IP and NET/ROM, 
including things like SMTP and FTP and TELNET functions 
(as AmigaNOS now provides) 


* Support a mail system. Messages, forwarding, replies, 
etc. AmigaNOS provides some of this, although it could be 
improved upon. 


*x Support a news system, with different message areas et al 
such as we are used to on Usenet netnews. 


x Have a decent interface to the news system, with the usual 
facilities we usually expect in our favorite news readers, 
such as subject search mode, filtering out unwanted things 
(kill files), followups, e-mail replies, etc. 


Any suggestions?

address given below. I will summarize my findings if there is 
sufficient interest.

Tom, the MFJ works great for the price. It will allow you to do tcp/ip because 
of its KISS mode, and its modem disconnect header is an easy way to hook up 
an external modem for higher speed packet when the time occurs. The good 
thing about buying a "true" tne is that it will work with any comm program, 
whereas the PMP and BayPac need some sort or proprietary software to run with 
em. Yeah they have tcp/ip and all those emulators, but just use nos for the 
mac or nos for the amiga or nos for the coco or for the pc, whatever you have 
the tnc will do it! Like i said, its a fair price for either, the 1274 has 
the tuning for HF and the 1270 doesnt, so if you want HF get the 1274, if not 
just get the 1270! Good luck with your purchase!
